LGBT characters, themes becoming 
more common on teen TV dramas 


LOS ANGELES As it becomes more common 
for teenagers to realize— and then tell oth- 
ers— that they are gay or lesbian, there is also 
a growing number of teen characters on TV 
programs geared toward teens going through 
the same thing. 

The CW’s “90210,” which returns Jan. 24, 
joins the ranks of shows such as “Glee,” “Gos- 
sip Girl,” “Pretty Little Liars,” “Hellcats,” 
“Greek” and the new MTV series “Skins” in 
showcasing young, gay roles. 

“I felt like the world of ‘90210’ was missing 
the gay characters that it would realistically 
have,” said Rebecca Sinclair, the CW series’ 
show runner and executive producer, on the 
writers’ decision to show teen character Ted- 
dy Montgomery’s coming-out process. 

So it was that Teddy— a “90210” character 
most fans had written off as a rich playboy 
whose latest infatuation was ex-girlfriend Sil- 
ver-hooked up with classmate Ian at the be- 
ginning of this season and slowly admitted the 


truth about himself. And Adrianna Tate- 
Duncan (Jessica Lowndes), another of 
Teddy’s exes on “90210,” experimented 
with bisexuality last season. 

“Coming-out stories are standard, al- 
most a cliche of television stories dealing 
with gay characters, and this goes back to 
the ’70s and the ’80s,” said Larry Gross of 
USC’s Annenberg School for Communica- 
tion & Journalism, who specializes in lesbians 
and gays in the media. 

“What’s probably different now is that the 
age is becoming younger and I think 
this reflects the fact that the sort 
of battleground for gay people 
in society includes high school 
and probably even includes 
middle school.”

‘Degrassi’ 

The Canadian teen drama whose 
current version is in its 10th sea- 
son and airs on TeenNick in the 
U.S. has moved from having a 
main character with an older gay 
brother to covering two male 
coming-out story lines, a lesbian 
and a questioning character. It 
currently features a transgender 
teen figure named Adam, played 
by actress Jordan Todosey. 


'Hellcats’ 

The CW series about college 
cheerleading tweaked a plot 
line this season after it ended 
up too closely mirroring the 
events that reportedly led to the 
death of Rutgers student Tyler 
Clementi. Shows such as “Glee’’ 
and “Degrassi’’ have presented 
intense story lines about bully- 
ing, while “Pretty Little Liars’’ and 
“Gossip Girl” have included story 
lines involving cyber threats. 


Jarrett Barrios, president of the Gay & 
Lesbian Alliance Against Defamation, 
pointed to the example of Kurt coming out 
to his dad in Fox’s “Glee” as important role 
modeling on how to “show love for the child 
who just came out.” Said Barrios: “In a way, 
[his father] is coming out too-as a relative 
of someone who is lesbian, gay, bisexual or 
transgender.”

Make the most 
of Train Tracker 

The wait is over. The CTA announced last week it is launching a web- 
site this month similar to Bus Tracker that will help riders track train 
arrival times. As part of the pilot, electronic signs initially at io CTA 
stations also will feature arrival information. 

During the past few months, the CTA has been quietly testing the 
Train Tracker on electronic displays at a few locations on the system, 
including the Fullerton and Belmont stops on the Red, Brown and 
Purple lines; the Clinton stop on the Green and Pink lines; the Chi- 
cago Brown Line stop; and the Polk Pink Line stop. 

Based on this testing, Going Public has a few recommendations for 
the CTA on how to move forward with the train tracking project. 

» At the Fullerton stop, the train arrival information has taken a 
backseat to other CTA announcements. For the past several weeks, 
the CTA has used the electronic signs on the Fullerton platform to 
constantly remind riders that some Chicago Cards will expire this 
month. This announcement and others should be displayed on the 
electronic monitors, but they should not appear more frequently than 
train arrival information. 

»The CTA also should use the electronic displays to announce 
when there’s an accident that will affect service. On Nov 30, a train 
operator slipped and fell on the Red Line tracks at the Granville stop. 
Power was shut down in both directions, which delayed trains. The 
operator was sent to the hospital in good condition. The monitor 
wasn’t immediately updated to account for the unscheduled delay 

» Electronic displays should be placed in at least two spots: at the 
turnstile and on the platform. The sign at the Clinton Green and Pink 
Line stop is at the turnstiles, which helps riders determine whether 
they need to hustle up the stairs to catch a train. Meanwhile, post- 
ing the display on the platform helps riders making connections who 
won’t pass by the turnstiles. 

» Above all, the agency should ensure the function is accurate. The 
CTA underwent a Train Tracker pilot in 2009 and a second pilot last 
year when CTA president Rich Rodriguez determined information 
was not accurate enough. 

Wacker manual 

Wacker Drive reconstruction, which began Monday, is affecting 13

Weeping in public 
is more common than 
ever, but agreement on 
whether it’s OK is not

America is a nation 
of criers. 

We cry when 
our boyfriends or 
girlfriends break 
up with us. We get 
misty-eyed when 
our favorite sports 
teams lose or claim 
victory Some of us 
even get choked up 
when we see double 
rainbows. 

And the past 
year has been a 
particularly weepy 
one as politicians 
and pop icons alike 
have been caught 
sobbing in front 
of cameras. It was 

the year incom- 

ing Speaker of the 

House John Boehner, who cried on midterm 
election night and later on “60 Minutes,” 
gained the nickname “Weeper of the House” 
(Boehner gets sworn in Wednesday). The year 
Chris Brown had a blubbering breakdown at 
the BET Awards. The year TV and radio host 
Glenn Beck, never shy about crying on air, 
added more tearful moments to the Fox News 
show he has hosted since 2008. With all these 
tears, the question arises: Is it OK to cry in 
public? Who gets to do it— and when? 

Short answer: It depends, according to ex- 
perts. The way in which a public crier is per-

ceived is influenced by factors including gen- 
der, race, power and prestige. For one thing, 
there’s the age-old double standard that it’s 
fine for women to cry but not for men. 

“In our culture, women are much more 
likely to express themselves emotionally, and 
I think it’s more expected so it’s more ac- 
ceptable,” said psychologist Howard Farkas, 
a clinical instructor at Northwestern Univer- 
sity’s Feinberg School of Medicine. 


But power adds a whole other dynamic. 
Remember when Hillary Clinton’s eyes got 
watery on the presidential campaign trail be- 
fore the New Hampshire primary? She won 
that race, but critics still argued she showed 
weakness. 

The type of tears matter too, according 
to Feah Warner, assistant professor of psy- 
chology at Ramapo College of New Jersey 
While Clinton held back big tears, Warner 


said there’s speculation on whether it would 
be OK for powerful women to openly cry as 
Boehner did when he spoke about the Ameri- 
can dream in November or education during 
his “60 Minutes” interview in December. 

Of late, it’s been the moist eye that the pub- 
lic seems to accept most when it comes to cry- 
ing, according to at least one body of research 
Warner conducted. A Penn State University 
study in 2007 found that subjects perceived

There are three types 
of tears humans shed, 
according to Discovery 
Health. 



» Basal tears: These 
constant tears keep eyes 
from drying out and drain 
through the nasal cavity. 



» Reflex tears: These 
tears protect eyes from ir- 
ritants such as smoke and 
onions and are triggered 
when nerves in the eye tell 
the brain there is an irrita- 
tion and sends hormones 
to glands in the eyelids. 



» Emotional tears: The 

part of the brain regis- 
tering sadness triggers 
glands to release hor- 
mones to the eye area, 
causing tears to form. 


men who had a moist eye in a sad context in 
the most positive light. It’s tears of anger or 
self-pity that can cause people to react nega- 
tively to crying, she said. 

However it’s perceived, public crying has 
a polarizing effect. For example, if someone 
holding a powerful position has what is con- 
sidered a good justification for crying, people 
who feel positively toward that person find 
the tears heartwarming and endearing. Like- 


wise, if people believe the person crying is 
distrustful, the tears can seem manipulative, 
said Jonathan Bowman, associate professor of 
communication studies at the University of 
San Diego. 

In judging crying, people take into account 
the crier’s past behavior and their position in 
the culture, said Robert Thompson, direc- 
tor of the Bleier Center for TV and Popular 
Culture at Syracuse University Some believe 


people in positions of great power can afford 
to cry in public because it’s already clear they 
have power and authority, he said. People’s 
reactions to crying also vary based on the 
individual, and certain factors are taken into 
account in determining whether the tears are 
acceptable or cringe-worthy 

“There’s an incredible amount of cyni- 
cism out there that this stuff is orchestrated,” 
Thompson said. Consider the classic example 


of the politician who makes a mistake, apolo- 
gizes to his family and then turns on the wa- 
terworks. 

“If we were all completely convinced that 
every time we see someone in tears it was 
totally sincere, from the heart emotional re- 
sponse as opposed to ‘I need to cry now or 
fight back emotions now,’ then we’d probably 
have a lot less negative responses to this,”

Q&A: Gas 
surcharge 
for cab 
customers 

Your cab ride just got a little pric- 
ier. The fuel surcharge associated 
with hopping in a cab rises from 50 
cents to $1 starting Tuesday because 
of high gas prices. Here is what 
Chicago customers need to know.

Why now? 

A $1 fuel surcharge is applicable 
when gas prices rise above $3.20 per 
gallon for seven consecutive busi- 
ness days. In order for drivers to col- 
lect the fee, cabs must display a yel- 
low sign announcing the surcharge 
in the seating area. 

When will the surcharge 
be lowered? 

The $1 surcharge remains in effect 
until gas prices fall below $3.20 for 
seven consecutive business days. 
If gas prices stay at $2.70 or higher, 
the surcharge is 50 cents. That’s 
been the case since October 2009. 
If gas prices are lower than $2.70 
for seven consecutive business days, 
there is no surcharge. The gas-price 
surcharge system has been in place 
since April 2008. 

What are other cab fees? 

Cabs are allowed to charge $2.25 for 
initial entry to the cab, $1 for the 
first additional passenger and 50 
cents for each passenger after that. 
The rate is 20 cents for each ninth of 
a mile traveled or 20 cents for every 
36 seconds of time elapsed while the 
cab is idling or moving slowly. In a 
cab traveling faster than 11 mph, the 
fare is based on distance.

CRASH CLOSURE 

Officials identify the body of Tanya Shannon, who disappeared after wreck 


□ For nearly a month, residents in the tiny 
town of Ransom, III, have speculated 
about the disappearance ofTanya Shannon. 

Early on the morning of Dec. 5, with tem- 
peratures in the single digits, the 40-year- 
old woman apparently walked away from a 
car crash along a rural stretch of road that 
killed her husband, Dale. The only clues 
were a slipper found near the wreck, and a 
footprint in the snow 

“There are car wrecks all the time. But 
the disappearance, that flabbergasted us,” 
said Jerry Tfedinak, who owns a bar in Ran- 
som. “We wondered, ‘How could this be? 
What could have happened?’ ” 

Amid an all-out search for Tanya Shan- 


non in the days following the crash, resi- 
dents in the town of 450 about 90 miles 
southwest of Chicago collected money 
food and Christmas gifts for the Shannons’ 
four daughters, ages 4 to 15. 

A heavy snow that blanketed much of the 
area hampered the search, which was even- 
tually suspended. 

The weekend’s thaw uncovered what 
many feared. Tanya Shannon’s body was 
found Monday morning in a frozen soybean 
field, about three-quarters of a mile south- 
east of the crash site, authorities said. 

A news helicopter spotted the body near 
North 20th and East 27th roads around 
9:30 a.m., shortly before authorities were to 


WHAT HAPPENED

the car spun out, hit a telephone pole 
and veered about 20 feet off the road. 
Dale Shannon died of a broken neck. His 
blood-alcohol content was 0.266, more 
than three times the legal threshold 
for drunken driving, according to the 
LaSalle County coroner’s office. 


renew their own search. 

“I’m glad they found her,” said Wiliam 
Ross, 40, a neighbor whose daughters 
played with the Shannons’ girls. “Them ba- 
bies need to bury their mom.”

First playoff appearance since Super Bowl run frees Bears coach from the hot seat

On Black Monday in the NFL, Bears coach 
Lovie Smith could step back and survey the 
landscape around the league knowing he’s 
joining rare company 

With John Fox officially out as the coach of 
Carolina, Smith is tied with the Giants’ Tom 
Coughlin as coaches second in seniority in the 
NFC behind Philadelphia’s Andy Reid. 

There is no official word yet in Cincinnati 
on the fate of Marvin Lewis, but expectations 
are he will not return, and if that holds true, 
Smith will become one of only six coaches to 
last seven years or more with his current club. 

Many consider Smith’s escape act from the 
hot seat to a bye to be his greatest coaching 
feat to date. It was 364 days ago that apolo- 
getic team President Ted Phillips and General 
Manager Jerry Angelo, along with a defiant 


Smith, stood up and faced scrutiny for why 
the team had failed to reach the postseason 
since its Super Bowl berth in 2007. 

On Monday, Smith was relaxed at the Ha- 
las Hall podium as he discussed his team’s 
No. 2 seed while knowing his own position 
has changed dramatically in the course of a 
year. It was evident in his first remarks. 

“First off,” Smith said, “it’s good to be talking 
to you on this day with more football left to go.” 

What’s interesting is nearly all of the 
coaches on the hot seat with Smith a year ago 
have been canned. Eric Mangini was fired in 
Cleveland. Rumors are swirling about the fu- 
ture of Tom Cable in Oakland. Josh McDan- 
iels, Wade Phillips and Mike Singletary were 
dismissed during the season. 

‘Any profession, you’re not happy about 
anyone losing their jobs, anyone with a family, 


providing for their family losing their jobs,” 
Smith said. “But in our profession we realize 
what’s at stake when we come in. It’s pretty 
simple. It’s about wins and losses. To make it 
this far, to be leading an NFL franchise is say- 
ing quite a bit.” 

Smith has made his share of mistakes dur- 
ing his tenure, and it has been in early Janu- 
ary the past three years that the lists of those 
shortcomings have been compiled. It was at the 
news conference last year that he announced he 
would replace himself as defensive coordinator. 

Is it gratifying to consider the change the 
past year has brought? 

“It’s where I’ve been standing for seven 
years so I don’t know what else to say,” Smith 
said. “I’ve been in this position a few years. I 
love being here and plan on being here for a 
long time.”

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Steady recovery 

Gibson: Trying to find my rhythm’ since returning from Dec. 18 concussion 



For the first time Monday, 

Taj Gibson revealed how 
much the concussion he 
suffered Dec. 18 affected 
him. 

“I had trouble count- 
ing,” Gibson said after 
practice at the Berto 
Center. “I couldn’t really 
look at light. I had trouble 
shooting when I came 
back.” 

And while the other 
symptoms have dissipated, the offensive 
struggles have continued for the typically 
steady second-year big man. After sitting out 
Dec. 21 against Philadelphia and playing less 
than a minute the next night in Washington, 
Gibson is just 5-for-i9 with two scoreless out- 
ings in his last six games. 

“Pm just trying to find my rhythm,” he said. 
“The coaching staff always tells me there are 
other things I can do besides score. They tell 
me not to just focus on my shot and affect 
the game with defense and rebounding and 
blocking shots.” 

Gibson is listening well in lieu of shooting 
well. He tied his career high with five blocks 
—in just 15 minutes— in one of his scoreless 
outings Dec. 28 against Milwaukee. He also 
snared nine rebounds in 30 minutes in De- 
troit on Dec. 26, the only time he has logged 
more than 15 minutes since the concussion. 

“{Assistant} coaches Ron Adams and Ed 
Pinckney who I work out with individually, 
push me more and more because my minutes 
haven’t been as high,” Gibson said. “Eve been 
getting better in practice. It’s a long season. I 
know I will improve. 

“Even last year, I wasn’t too focused on just 
scoring. I’ve always been able to do different 
things. I’ve also learned I can get myself going 
with offensive rebounding.” 

Gibson is averaging eight points and 5.7 re- 
bounds in just shy of 23 minutes per game. 




Bulls D coming around 

This may not be obvious, given that lowly 
Cleveland dropped 61 points on the Bulls in 
the first half Saturday-not to mention coach 
Tom Thibodeau’s constant harping on the 
subject. 

But by most defensive indicators, the Bulls 
are becoming one of the league’s best. 

They rank seventh in points allowed at 


94 points per game. More telling, they have 
climbed to second behind Miami in oppo- 
nents’ field-goal percentage at .428 and third 
in opponents’ 3-point percentage behind 
Atlanta and Miami at .336. 

The Bulls rank sixth behind the Celtics, 
Spurs, Heat, Lakers and Mavericks in point dif- 
ferential at plus-5.4. That’s due in large part to 
the defense.

Ben McKenzie and Michael Cudlitz have 
been partners on the searing cop drama 
“Southland” going on three seasons now, 
and the honeymoon isn’t close to being 
over. 

“It’s awesome,” McKenzie said of work- 
ing with Cudlitz. “We really have such a 
great friendship and working relationship.” 

As the new season begins Tuesday, 
veteran LAPD Officer John Cooper 
(Cudlitz) still is mentoring rookie Officer 
Ben Sherman (McKenzie), even though 
Sherman is coming more into his own as 
an officer and has growing concerns about 
his partner’s addiction to pain pills. 

Their relationship remains one of the 
central elements of the gritty, realistic 
series. It’s also my favorite part of the 
show thanks to the nuanced perfor- 
mances by both actors as their characters’ 
student- teacher roles continue to change.

I 
think the audience is going to be very, very 
satisfied with what they see.” 

The series, however, will not focus as 
much on the personal lives of the officers 
and detectives played by Regina King, 
Shawn Hatosy and Kevin Alejandro, 
among others. This season, the first one 


produced for TNT after the show was 
canceled by NBC, follows the officers’ 
work lives rather than home lives — the 
“run-and-gun, adrenaline-fueled stuff,” 
McKenzie said. 

That’s fine with both actors, as is their 
continued real and fictional partnership. 

“It’s a blast, yeah. A gift, it really is,” 
Cudlitz said of working with McKenzie. “I 
have a lot of friends who are actors — I’ve 
been doing this a long time— [but] there’s 
nobody I’d rather be in the car with.”
